Leaf River Baptist Association 


FIRST DAY'S SESSION. 


The delegates comprising the Leaf River Baptist Association 
* met with Fair Hope Church, Perry County, Miss., for the purpose 
of holding its Fifteenth Annual Session, today, October 14, 1905. 
Rey. Jeff Lott opened services by preaching the introductory 
sermon of about thirty minutes’ duration, which was well re- 
ceived. After a short intermission of fifteen minutes the officers 
and delegates were requested to assemble in the house for pur- 
pose of transacting business of the Association. 
After song and prayer, the body was declared, by the Modera- 
tor, in session for the transaction of business.

The report on Education was received and marked A; the 
report on Missions was received and marked B; the report on 
Sunday Schools wag received and marked C. It was moved and 
seconded to limit speeches to ten minutes. Carried. 

, By unanimous consent preaching at stand was omitted, The 
report on Temperance was received and marked D; the report on 
Sustenation was received and marked E. A coliection was taken 
for widows and orpham children of the late R. W. Prine. The 
amount collected (33.25) thirty-three and twenty-five one hun- 
dredths dollars. The above amount was turned over to J., E. 
Johnson by the Association to be conveyed to Sister Prine. The 
report on, State of Religion was received and marked F; the re- 
port on Orphans’ Home was received and marked G; the report 
on Queries and Requests was recived and marked H; the re- 
port on Finance was received and marked I; the report on 
Preaching was received and marked J. A collection was taken 
for Orphanage at Jackson, $15.25.

REPORT OF COMMITTEES. 


Education. 


The word educate means to build up, to develop, to train. 
Bapt'sts eurely be'feve in building up, in developing, in training. 
“Train up a child in the way he shall go and when he is old he 
will not depart from it.” True education ought to begin in the 
home; alas for the child who is not. correctly taught and 
trained at home! Home training is supplemented always by 
experience and contact with the world, and ought to be further 
supplemented by the school and the church. Intellectua) educa- 
tion has three elements: 1. The gaining of knowledge or the 
increase of intelligence. 2. The strengthening of the mind and 
3. Bringing the mind under control. Reason and experience 
both teich that this can best be done in a properly conducted 





schocl, in the pursuit of a systematic course of study, under the 
guidance of competent teachers. .A Baptist, therefore, ought to 
be a friend to the schools and all Baptists ought, to the best 
of their ability, to-have their children trafned for the. conflict of 
life. I 

Baptists ought to be‘ieve in the training of the men whom 
God has called into the ministry. We do not believe in man- 
made preachers jast as we do not believe in man-made Chris- 
tians. Man cannot give us the new birth. God only can give it, 
but when God by his spirit has called a sinner out of darkness 
into the glorious light of the children of God, intellectual de- 
velopment will enable him to do more work and better work in 
God’s vineyard. So when God calls a brother out of the rank 
and file of the brethren into the awful responsibilities of theg 
ministry, it behooves that brother to secure all the development 
possible. Our young preachers need the development of the 
schools in order that they may become fitted for the noblest and 
largest service. ° Paul prayed for the Philippians that they 
might “abound in knowledge and in-all judgment” as well as 
in love. If the conditions are such that a preacher cannot take’ 
advantage of the schools, then it is his duty in a private way to 
do what Paul told Timothy, “Study to show himself approved,” 
“a workman that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly divivding 
th- work of God.” 

There are many schools in Mississippi that are worthy of the 
patronage of our Baptist people., We urge our people to patron- 
ize Baptist schoo!s when other things are equal. We have 
in our state multitudes of non-denominational neighborhood 
schocis under Baptist teachers, like the excellent school at 
Richton, and others. We have also some famous schools that 
are owned by Baptist brethren and are doing magnificent work 
for our denomination, like Hillman ‘Femaie College, at Clintn, an 
Bilne Mountain Femate College, at Blue Mountain. Then there is 
one colleve in Mississippi and only. one that belongs to the Bap- 
tists as a denomination and that is Mississippi College at Clyin- 
ton. It is managed by Baptist trustees, a Baptist president and 
Baptist teachers, Baptist doctrines and Baptist work ‘are advo- 
cated there and the institution is run in the interest of Baptist 
influence. The buildings were crected with money contributed 
by the Baptists, the endowment money was contributed by the 
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Baptists. This instiiuticn is from any standpoint and from every 
standpoint a Baptist institution. If it sueceeds it will be Bap- 
tist guecess, if it falls it. will be Baptist failure. his institution 
is a college and nct a high school and is therefore not a rival of 
the high schools. The Baptists of the South have one theological! 
ce winary, the Southern Bep*‘ist Theological Seminary, at Louis- 
ville, Ky. It belongs to the Southern Baptist Convention and 
devotes itself to teach'ng th ology and kindred subjects. 

In conclusion we urge our people to stand for light and not 
‘or dari ncoe, fer intelligence and hot for ignorance, for progress 
ind net for retrogression. God is all-wise as well as all-holy. If 
we would becom. more like God We must become more intelli- 
rent as well as mere hol, ‘

RULE3 OF DECORUM. 


Ist. This Association shall be composed of delegates 
chosen by ‘he church. to which they respectively belong, and shal) 
be styled the Ceaf River Baptist Association. 


“nd. Such delegates shall be members. in Zood standing, 
and no member under church censure. shall be allowed a seat 
in the Association F 

3rd. They shall produce letters certifying to their appoint 
ment by ther respective churches, and. stating the number 
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baptised, received by letter, restored, dismissed, ex-communicated 
and deceased during the preceding associational year, with the 
total number of fellowship and such other statistical matters 
as the Association may direct. 


4th. ‘Yhis Association shall have a Moderator, Clerk and 
Treasurer, who shall be chosen annually by a majority of the 
members present; said Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer shall be 
elected by ballot and shall fill their respective places, if present 
at the succeeding Association until a new election takes place, 
and while in office shall discharge the duties ordinarily incident 
to those office... 


5th. If uew churches desire to be admitted into the Asso- 
ciation, they shall petition by letters and delegates, and if 
orthodox and orderly shall be received, and the Moderator sha!l 
recognize them by giving their delegates the right hand of fel- 
lowship in behalf of the body. :

6th. Fach chureh shall have three delegates and no more,. 
who shall be entitled to seats in the body and to vote.~ All min- 
isters of the same faith and order are invited to seat with us, to 
aid us in counsel. 


Tth. The Association shall neither answer nor debate any 
query on gospel doctrine, except it be to merely explain the ar- 
ticles of faith of this Association. 


8th. Every motion made and seconded shal! be reduced to 
writing if requested by any member, and shall be considered by 
the Association except it be withdrawn by the mover before dis- 
cussion. 


9th. Motion made and lost shall not be recorded in the min- 
utes unless so ordered at the time. 


10th. If .ny proposition or motion under debate contains 
two- or more points, it shall be divided at the request of any 
member, and the vote taken on each point separately. 


llth. Onty one member shall speak at a time, who shall 
rise from his seat and address the Moderator. He shall con-

fine himseli t» the subject properly in debate, cast no ;Feflec- 
tion on the Association or auy member thereof, and shall not be 
interrupted while speaking. 


12th. No person shall speak more than three times on. the 
same subject wiibout leave of the Association. 


18th. The Moderator shall have the privilege of speaking on 
“uny subject in debate, the chair being previously filled. He | 
shall rise from hise= = +4 put the question to the body. 


lith. Tye Modera.. shall decide questions of order, but 
“ppeal from such decisions may be taken to the whole ‘which 
shall decide without debate. 9 


15th. A majority cf the jembers present shall be nece s- 
sary to carry any thotior. or Proposition and the Moderator st. !! 
vote as other inembers when the vote is taken. 


16th. Committees shall be nominated by the Moderator, sub. 
ject to the syproval of the Association.
